Besides declaring for enforce- 
ment of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, the plank sharply assails the 
Republican 
administration 
for 


what is described as a failure 
to 


enforce the dry laws and also for 
placing "political hirelings" in en- 
forcement positions, thus making 
of prohibition a political' football. 
Farm Plank Adopted. 


The sub-committee, which will 


.report the platform to the entire 
committee later in the dav. with a 
view to having it KO before the con- 
vention this afternoon, adopted a 
farm plank embodying 
the views 


of the farm organizations, but with 
a definite 
endorsement 


equalization fee and the 
Haugen bill omitted. 
Several plans for relief are sug- 


gested and the 
party 
would be 


pledged to enact legislation to cor- 
rect what are declared to be the 
faults in distribution and the tak- 
ing care of the surplus- farm crops.

a major factor as head of Florida's 
delegation and a'leader of William 
G. McAdoo's supporters. 
In

compromise that resulted in nomi- 
nation of John W. Davis for presi- 
dent. Bryan, won for his brother, 
Charles W. Bryan, governor of Ne- 
braska, the nomination for 
vice 


president. 


In 1892, a few m.onths after 
he 


was elected to congress 
from Ne- 


braska, Bryan won national atten- 
tion with his tariff speeches, 
but 


it was in 1896, when he \vent to 
the Democratic national convention 
prepared to lead the 
free 
silver 


wing of the party, that he laid the 
foundations for a 
political career 


which made him a popular idol. 


Selected to support the 
silver 


plank before the convention, "the 
boy orator of the Planter delivered 
his famous speech which conclud- 
ed: 


"You 
shall not press down upon' 


the brow of labor this crown of 
thorns; you shall not crucify man- 
kind upon a cross of gold." 


He threw the convention grop- 


ing for1 a presidential nominee, into 
an uproar. In a barrage of shout- 
ing and .wild applause, delegation 


after delegation stampeded to the 
Bryan standard. The champion of 
free silver coinagn had

nomination and the leadership of 
his party. 
In the strenuous campaign

energy never lagged.

FRANKLIN 
D~,ROOSEVELT 


NAMES NEW YORK GOV- 
ERNOR FOR PRESIDENT 


HOUSTON. June 
28.—W 
1)- Gov- 
ernor Smith of New York was 
termed "the pathfinder to the open 
road for all true lovers of human- 
ity" by Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
nominating him last night for pres- 
ident at the democratic national 
convention. 
"America needs not onlv an ad- 
ministrator, but a leader." he said, 
"a pathfinder, a blazer of the trail 
to the high road that will avok! 
the bottomless morass of clas.s ma- 
terialism that has 
engulfed so 
many of the great civilizations of 
the past. It is the privilege of de- 
mocracy not only to offer such a 
man. but to offer him'as the surest 
leader to victory. 
"We offer one who has the will 
to win—who not onlv deserves suc- 
cess, but who commands It. Vic- 
tory is his habit—t.hr .happy war- 
rior, Alfred E. Smith." 


Mr. Roosevelt recounted that it 
was the third time he had urged 
the nomination of the governor at 
a convention of his party. 
"The whole country has now 
learned the measure of his great- 
ness. 
During another, four years 
his every act has been under the 
searchlight of friend and foe and 
he has not been found, wantinn. 
"Slowly, surely, the proper un- 
derstanding of this .man has spread 
from coast to coast, from north to 
south. Most noteworthy is 
this 


fact, that the understanding of'his 
stature has been spread by no paid 
propaganda, by no effort on his 
part to do other than devote .his 
time, his head and heart to the 
duties of the welfare of the state.

In' the national councils of the dem- 
ocratic party for many years and 
with a record of 20 years in the 
house of representatives, 
Cordell 


Hull was proposed for the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination • by 
the delegation 
from 
his' native 
state, Tennessee. 
He was chosen chairman of the 
democratic national committee in 
1921 and served until 
after 
the 
memorable New York convention 
of: 1924, stepping aside in favor of 
Clem" L. Shaver who had been se- 
lected as campaign 
manager by 
John W. Davis, the .nominee for 
president. 
Hull has taken an active Interest 


in democratic politics since attaint 
ing his majority. He was elected 
to office when only 22 years old, 
serving as a member of the Ten- 
nessee house 
of 
representatives 


from 1893 to 1897. 
His political progress was tem- 


porarily halted by the outbreak of 
the Spanish-American War, during 
which he served as a captain in tho 
fourth regiment, Tennessee volun- 
teer Infantry. 
Resuming his place in politics 


after his military service, Mr. Hull 
was appointed judge of the fifth 
judicial district of 
Tennessee 
in 


1903 
and was elected by popular 
vote . for a second term. 
He re- 
signed when he was elected repre- 
sentative in congress 
from 
the 
fourth Tennessee district in 1906. 
Since then he has been returned to' 
each succeeding congress with the 
exception of the sixty-seventh. Dur- 
ing that congress he devoted his 
time to the chairmanship of the 
democratic national committee. 
Hull was born October 2, 1871, in 
Overton (now Pickett) county, Ten- 
nessee. His parents were William 
and Elizabeth Rilcy 
Hull. 
He 
studied at National Normal Univer- 
sity at^Lebanon, Ohio, in 1889 and 
1890, arid was granduated from the 
law department of Cumberland Uni- 
versity at Lcb'arion, Tenn., in 1891. 
He was admitted to the bar the 
same year. 
During his congressional career 
Hull has been a member of the 
house ways and means committee 
for several years. He took-a lead- 
ing part in the framing of the war- 
time income tax law.

WhUiflt interests one, the city docs 
not satisfy; because the man was 
so much bigger than his .origins. 
I have poked about the unrecorded 
and unexplained catacombs of the 
city; I have gone through the old 
Roman arch called St. Paul's Gate, 
and I have strolled amidst the lovc- 
lygardens that are so indifferent to 
history. Making my home in the 
hqsptablc American mission school, 
St. Paul's Institute, I have ridden 
forth across the Cicilian Plains now 
consecrated 
to 
cotton; 
and off 
through the famous Cicilian Gates, 


i a pass into tho uplands of Turkey 
'"<Hl|ich Is so beautiful that one won- 


dejrs why Paul never mentioned it. 


,f'No mean <:ity" was Tarsus, as its 


first citizen once boasted; yet to- 
ddy it holds little that Paul knew. 
Gone is the great university, gone 
is the imperial center of trade, and 


1 gone is the magnificence of this fa- 
mous capital. 
Today 
few know 
alight of it save that Paul once 
called it home. Here we have ex- 
hibited the oft-demonstrated truth 
that a man is greater than a city. 
It is life, and only life, that truly 
makes a community great. Baby- 
lon itself has exercised no such in- 
fluence upon the ages as ha.s this 
one son of Tarsus, 
the 
world's 
greatest philosopher and most po- 
tent shaper of society,1 next to the 
Master whose Spirt animated him. 
A Man With Ambition. 
Ours is a day newly interested 


It) biography. Here is the man best 
worth studying—a figure 
of 
ro- 


mance and adventure; a personal- 
ity of strange and diverse moods; 
a many faceted character whose 
deeds and words have come ring- 
ing down in corridors of two mil- 
leniums with a potency almost in- 
explicable. 
His shaping hand has 
been upon the life of all Christen- 
dom. 


As I have followed Paul's 
trail 
across the highways of the world 
of his da.y, the resemblances and 
the contrasts between 
him 
and 


Alexander the Great and the cae- 
aars, upon whose activities, he so 
often impinged, 
have 
suggested 


themselves time and again. All the 
world's heaped-up libraries hold no 
such story of "success" as this. 
This one man, a Roman Jew of, un- 
impressive 
personal 
appearance, 
traveling without any 
state 
or 
pomp, is a weightier factor in hu- 
man history than any of the diz- 
zling world conquerors. Upon what 
one quality ,in his complex 
life 
may we lay our finger 
and say, 
"This explains Paul?" 
Perhaps no'two students of this 
absorbing life will agree upon his 
paramount quality. 
I think his 
ambition is a key to Paul's char- 
A.jfei'.- That quality of initiative, 
•J;restless rsaehing forth, of "di- 
™>(. discontent," of eagerness to 


ne's powers in new and great- 
(Ms,. which we sum up in the 
Wambition, 
was 
powerfully 


Rt in Paul. Again and again 
I'-writ Ings" he uses the word 


itself—always 
In 
tin 
unwordly 
sense; as when he said he was am- 
bitious top reach the Gospel where 
Christ was not already named. 
It was ambition that drove him 


forth from the famous University 
of Tarsus to sit at the 
feet of 


Gamaliel in Jerusalem. It was am- 
bition that incited him to action 
against the new sect, of Christians, 
and made him. a participant in the 
stoning of Stephen; and sent him 
as an emissary of persecution to 
.Damascus. It war, ambition that 
urged him onward, afterward, aft- 
er his conversion, to the pioneering

world, until he died a martyr at 
the worlds' capital. 
Power By Unpopularity. 


Most older folks arc agreed thnt 


present-day youth does 
not 
get 


enough hard knocks. Life is made 
too easy for the younger genera- 
tion. 
This man Poul was disciplined In 


youth to the trade of tent-making. 
Apparently his father, a Jew en- 
joyed Roman citizenship, was pros- 
perous; yet his son had to conform 
to the good old Jewish custom of 
working with his hands at a skill- 
ed craft; which later preserved his 
independence for him. 
In a complicated, hair-splitting 
world, much given to philosophical 
novelties and to the extremes of 
physical indulgence, 
Paul 
was 


helped by this practical bent of 
mind which always marks the ar- 
Itiean. 
He spoke Greek, the ! pre- 
vailing tongue and also tho cur- 
rent curruption of Hebrew, which 
was Aramaic, as Yiddish is today; 
and ho also 
knew 
Latin. 
His 


life was interwoven with the three 
>:ivilzations represented by these 
tongues. 
.After 
the 
master-motivation of 
! Christianity had . taken possession 
[of Paul, he became inured to such 
'hardship as a Cloistered bookman 
(could scarcely endure. In the in- 
I tense fashion which his nature re- 
[ quired, he threw himself into the 
unpopular cause of Christ: 
and 


nothing toughens the fibre of n 
character like giving 
one's 
self 


whole-heartedly to a cause which is 
confronted hy powerful opposition. 


A Passion For People. 
It is not enough to say that Paul 


is explained by his ambition. The 
deeper secret, the truer revelation, 
is that his soul had become domi- 
nated by his love for Jesus. As he 
himself wrote, "For to me to live 


i is Christ." 
All hia diverse talents' 


I—his familiarity with Greek learn- 


I ing and with Hebrew history and 
Iwith 
Roman 
imperialism—were 


j dedicated to the one object of car- 
rying Christ to his fellow men. In 
the Master's school he learned that 
zeal for man which is a first Chris- 
, tia.n characteristic, 


i 
Turr.lr.g 'r.iz back upon the bril- 
liant career which had opened tu 
him as a promising member of the 
Pharisee party in 
the 
righteous 


capital of Hta nation, Paul identi- 
fied himself .with the persecuted, 


the despised and the outcast Chris- 
tians. 
He made himself a com- 
moner; and in so doing he be- 
came truly great. All unexpected- 
ly to himself, Paul's life and teach- 
ing have done more to uplift man- 
kind and to quicken human na- 
ture's dormant spiritual capacities 
than any other force ever unleash- 
ed by God. 


If Vnul Lived Now. 
Again and again, as I have fol- 


lowed the trail of Paul, by land 
and by sea, often under conditions 
which conventional travellers would 
call severe hardship, I have envis- 
aged this wonderful achiever as 
having at his command our mod- 
ern methods of communication. He 
travelled afoot or on donkey-back 
or on capricious 'sailing craft. He 
wrote his letters with 
his 
own 
hand, or by the help of a single

monlng the Democratic party to a

"privilege and pillage"—Clntide G. 
'Bowers told the Democratic 
Na- 
tional convention in his kevnote 
speech Tuesday nieht thai: Repub- 
licans had repudiated the leader- 
ship of Lincoln and openly adopted 
the Hamiltonian thoorv ot govern- 
ment for the benefit of the wealthy 
and powerful. 


In sentences loaded with 
the 
schapnel of Irony and invective, the 
New York Evcninc World editorial 
writer called the roll of the scan- 
dals of the last two Republican ad- 
ministrations; declared the portion 
of the farmer had become one of 
thorn and thistles, while other in- 
dustries fattened 
on tariffs and 
subsidies; asserted that "the plun- 
der bund of the newer monopoly" 
was threatening to tighten its grip 
on public utilities; described 
the 


Coolidge policy in Latin America 
•as "dollar diplomacy" conducted in 
theiintercst of American business; 
accdsed the party in power of hav- 
ing 
sent "bereaucratlc 
agents 
swarming over the land like the lo- 
custs of Egypt" and warned his 
•fellow Democrats thaT Republi- 
cans now were seeking to "drug 
the conscience of the nation with 
the doped soothing syrup of a fake 
prosperity."

liberties of the people. We fight 
for the republic of the fathers, and 
for the recovery of the covenant 
from the' keeping of a caste and 
class. We battle for the honor of 
the nation, besmirched 
and 
be.- 
draggled by the most brazen and 
shameless carnival of corruption 
that ever blackened the reputation 
of a decent and self-rcspectlnc peo- 
ple.We stand for the spirit of 
the 
preamble of the Declaration that 
is made a mockery: for the Bill of 
Rights that is ignored; for the so- 
cial and economic justice which is 
refused; for the sovereign rights 
Of states that arc denied; and for 
a return to the old-fashioned civic 
integrity of a Jackson, a Tilden, a 
Cleveland and a Wilson. We stand 
for the restoration of the Govern- 
ment to the people who built it by 
their bravery and cemented it with 
their blood.

Hamilton wanted to wipe out the 
boundary lines of states, and Jef- 
ferson was the champion of their 
. sovereign powers. 
Hamilton 
would 
have concen- 
trated authority remote from the 


j people, and Jefferson would have 
diffused it among them. 
. Hamilton would 
have 
injected 
governmental activities into all the 
affairs of men; and Jefferson laid 
It down as an axiom of freedom 
that "that 
government is best 
which governs least" 
Just put a pin in this: "There 
is not a major evil of which the 
American people are complaining 
'.now that is not due to the triumph 
•.of the Hamilton conception of the

—they buried beyond the reach of 
resurrection the 
ancient slander 
that the party of Wilson is inca- 
pable of constructive statesman- 
ship. 


They did one thing more—they 


destroyed the falsehood that De- 
mocracy means hard times. 
They did another thing—they de- 


molished the fallacy that the party 
that gave the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem to the nation is an enemv of 
business. 


And those eight years did ono 


thing more—they gave another Im- 
mortal to the skies. 


What a majestic figure was he 
who led us in those fruitful vears! 
The cold even light of his supurb 
intellect played upon the most in- 
tricate problems of the times and 
they seemed to solve themselves. 
He lifted 
the people 
to such 


heights of moral grandeur as they 
had never known before: and his 
name and purpose 
made hearts 
beat faster In lowlv places where 
his praise was sung in every lan- 
guage in the world. And when at 
length, his body broken, but 
his 
spirit soaring still, he fell stricken, 
while still battling for his faith, 
there passed to time and to eter- 
nity and to all mankind the ever- 
lasting keeping of the immortal 
memory of Woodrow Wilson. 
We submit that a Partv that 


stands for that democracy which 
is inseparable from the liberties of 
men, and has given a Jefferson,, a. 
Jackson and a Wilson to the ser- 
vice of mankind, has earned the 
right, in times like these, to the 
co-operation of independents and 
progressives in the struggle 
for 
the preservation of popular govern- 
ment, and the purging of the na- 
tion of that corruption which has 
made America a by-word and 
a 
hissing in the very alleys of the 
world.

Sixteen years ago the late Sena- 
tor Bcveridge warned us of 'the 
"invisible government." 
That in- 
visible 
government 
now 
feels 
strong enough to take on visibili- 
ty. From the moment of the elec- 
tion of 1920, there was a mobiliza- 
tion of the Black Horse Cavalry of 
privilege and pillage, and it can- 
tered down Pennsylvania Avenue, 
up and down from one end to the 
other. Strange creatures, new to 
the capital; put in an appearance. 
Desk room was found for one of 
these in the Department of Jus- 
tice. The Best Minds established 
a temple of the new patriotism in 
the Little 
Green 
House 
on K 
street. Men who were the very 
symbols of privilege, whose for- 
tunes had been made on tho favors 
of the government, were put in 
possession of the instrumentalities 
of the state. Acting on the Ham- 
iltonian theory that governments 
arc strong in proportion as they 
arc made profitable to the power- 
ful, the foremost of these 
was 
placed in a strategic public station 
that he might personally supervise 
the delivery of the goods. 
The 
representatives of special interest 
hastened to the capital with their 
receipts for 
campaign 
contribu- 
tions, to be given a key to 
the 
treasury and a guest card, at the 
patriotic club on K street where 
"there was a sound of revelry by 
night." 
Within five months 
the 
conditions in Washington had be- 
come a scandal and a stench. The 
reign of privilege and pillage had 
begun. Privilege Enthroned. 
The moment the bell rang these 
men set to the task of undoing the 
work of Woodrow Wilson and to 
the commercialization of the gov- 
ernment. 
In the midst 
of the 
usual scandal they hurried a tariff 
law upon the statutes at a cost of 
from three to four billions a year 
to the consumers. 
They found the tariff commis- 
sion, we created, an embarrass- 
ment—they ignored it.

and Privilege 
moved into the office of the attor- 
ney general to spike the guns of 
Justice; and Privilege took posses- 
sion of the strategic points in all 
the departments and commissions;

pleted, there, at the control, sat

It is a tragic thing to find u gov- 
ernment mortgaged

group that could be crowded into 
the directors' rooms of the Alumi- 
num Company of America 
Under 
th(; rule of this regime, the aver- 
age man has had no more stake 
in the government, for which he 
may be called upi n to di j 
1han 


if he had never touched our soil. 
The Tragedy of th« Farms. 
For example, what stake in gov- 


ernment ha'i the farmer of today? 
From the moment of the roali/;- 
tion of the Hamiltonian state un- 
der the banner of the bloody shirt 
in the brutal days of Reconstruc- 
tion the American farmer h.is been 
but a hewer of wood and a drawer 
ot water. During the sixty years cf 
Jeffersonian supremacy thi farm* 
er was on nn equality with evi'.ry 
other industry, and it is no more 
coincidence that hisf decline and 
degradation 
began 
with 
the 
triumph of II e Hamilton state. In 
the Jeffersonian concept of society 
the farmer had a position of p<ra- 
mount impoitance. but in all the

year. The hammer of the auction- 
eer knocking down farm lands has 
Ef-trnded like '.Lhe continuous bom- 
hmdment of i major battle in tfci: 
Wesi. Does the ruling cast want 
figures? 
Then take this—in 
five 


Jot-rs of this administration there 
has been a 
depreciation 
in *ho 


value of farm lands and equipment 
of thirty billion dollars! 
And what does the ruling caste 
say to this? It calls' it "temporary 
depression." And what doos it pro- 
pose9 It proposes that the fi<rat- 
ers stall become better 
aiijinesH 
men. 


Now when it suits the pleasure 


of the privileged to legislate mon- 
ey into its coffers it is applauded 
by the claqucrs as patriotic states- 
manship; but when the farmer de- 
mands his share in the unhappy 
game of paternalism they denounce 
him1 as a radical and a crank. 


One day the head of the state by 
a scratch of the pen increased the 
tariff loot of the pig iron industry 
by 50 per cent; and the next day he 
delivered a homily to the farmers 
on the 
wickedness of expecting 


profit from a governmental act. 


One day Mr. Mellon offered an 


argument 
against a farm relief 


bill: and the next dav a Republi- 
can senator by substitut'ng "tariff" 
i'ur "farm relief" and "duties" for 
"equalization fee." converted *h» 
Mcilon argument into a de»M5tit- 
ting denunciation of the very pro- 
cesses through which much of tho 
Mellon fortune has been male. 
One month 
ago the president 


bitterly denounced with contempt- 
uous phrasing the revolving fund 
of a farm relief bill; and the ..ext 
day he heartily approved th-: 
r<_- 
vo'vipg fund for the favored fhip- 
plng Interest. 


And then, with millions of pro- 


ciuoers on the verge of bankrupt- 
cy and despair, they contcmucuoua- 
ly kicked their case from court 
and adjourned the Congress with 
a cheer. Thus for eight long years 
they have stood in the midst of the 
wreckage of the farms and have 
done nothing—nothing to decrease 
the cost of transporting the farm- 
ers' produce to the marts; nothing 
to rehabilate 
his lost markets 
acrtss the sea; but they nive cd- 
ded a billion a year to the cost cf 
the things the farmer has tr> buy. 
Now we do not ask paternalistic 


privilege for the farmer, but we do 
demand that the hand of privilege 
shall be taken out of the farmer's 
pockets and off the farmer's throa.t 
We propose to tear down the sys- 
tem of privilege and put the farm- 
er on an absolute equality with 
every other industry—that is Jef- 
fersonian democracy. 
We do not 
propose that the most basic of nil 
our industries shall longer bs a 
door mat for all the others to wipe 
their feet upon as thev enter the 
Temple of Privilege. 
Democracy and Business. 
Ah. but when we protest against 


the commercialization of govern- 
ment they say we are enemies of 
business. 
Well 
history rcfuv,cn 
them. Thomas Jefferson was not 
ah enemy of business. He merely 
objected to tho use of tho instru- 
mentalities of the state to mako it 
possible for a few men to pick thr: 
pockets of their fellowmen under 
the protection of the police. 
Andrew Jackson was not an en- 


emy of business. He discriminated 
between business and brigandage; 
and he was BO much the friend of 
honest business that he fought to 
make it free. 
Woodrow Wilson was not an en- 


emy of business. In the eight years 
of his administrations we gave more 
intelligent legislative service 
to 
hones); business than had been giv- 
en it in a generation before. 
We defy them to name a Demo- 
cratic president who was an enemy 
of business. 
But we 
differ 
from those to 


whom Mr. Mellon is sacrosanct in 
our definition of a business man. 
In every tax reduction measure of 
the last eight years tho Democratic 
minority in congress has fought the 
battle of B5 per cent of the Ameri- 
can business men against his 5 per 
cent 
We hold that the owner of a lit- 
tle shop, the proprietor of a store

The 
men who till the soil and feed the 
nation are better business men to 
the Jeffersonian than the most, suc- 
cessful speculator in stocks and 
bonds. Wo cannot understand the 
regime in power for we arc inter- 
ested in the Babbits, 
and they in 


the Bulls and the Bears. 
We wage on war on Big Busi- 
ness if it be honest business; we 
find no fault with fortunes, how- 
ever large, provided they ,arn not 
accumulated through the misuse ot 
governmental power. 
But we do 
wage war upon the commercializa- 
tion of government that makes for 
corruption and qrime. 
, . 


Corruption. 


Privilege and Pillage are the Gold 


Dust twins of normalcy. The Wil- 
son Administration is a green spot 
bounded on one side by the Mulhall 
mess and on the other by nn oil 
tanker flying a pirate's flag. 


The last siwen and a hair years 
have been putrid bcyond.prcccdent. 
We make no charge—we follow the 
official record. 


We Have seen a govorijmcHlal de- 
partment designed for the legal 
protection of the people converted 
Into a rendezvous for the bartcr- 
ers of illegal permits. 


We have seen the agents of the 


department of justice sent forth at 
the nation's cost and with the ad- 
ministration's sanction on the in- 
famous mission of "framing" 
a 


United States senator who had dar- 
ed expose the 
criminality 
of its 


proceedings. Nothing 
more dis- 


graceful blackened the days of the 
federalist sedition law. 
A baser 


and more dastardly prostitution of 
the judicial processes has not sham- 
ed the story of a civilized nation 
since the unspeakable Jeffries sat 
upon the bench. And he died, de- 
servedly, like a miserable felon in 
the tower. 
We have seen the money appro- 


priated for the care of the sick 
and wounded soldiers squandered 
on the pleasures of a drunken lib- 
ertine. 
We have seen the nation's 


oil reserves, set aside by the pres- 
cience of Roosevelt, and sacredly 
guarded by the honesty and wis- 
dom of Wilson and Daniels barter- 
ed away by a member of the cab- 
inet for a bribe in a little black bag. 
"Addition, Division and Silence" 
Shameful as these things are, 


more shameful far has been 
the 
cynical silence and^ indifference of 
the high functionaries of the state 
to whom the people had a right to 
look for the protection of the na- 
tion's property and the nation's 
honor. We submit in no spirit of 
political flubdubbery that it is a 
shocking thing that we have wait- 
ed vainly for seven years for one 
word, one syllabic, one whisper of 
the mildest criticism of these crim- 
inals and crimes from a single rep- 
resentative of the administration. 


They heard LaFollette's denun- 
ciation of Teapot Dome— and were 
silent. They saw the various pro- 
cesses in the alienation of the na- 
tion's property— and were silent. 
They heard the gossip of the capital 
that buzzed for weeks and months 
—and were silent. There was not 
a man among them with enough 
will power, or lung power, to blow 
e. police whistle. 
Nay, more: when a warning of 
the impending crime was sent to a 
member of the cabinet, but recently 
knighted by the golden wand, he 
sent the letter to Albert B. Fall 
with this notation; "I should be, 
glad to convey to this gentleman 
any reply you may suggest," 
I sometimes think that the vir- 
tues of silence may be overdone. 
Sometimes silence is golden —for 
the thief. 
•- 
Some years ago u corruptionlst 


dc luxe phrased the shibboleth .Of 
the powers 
of 
pillage in . the'sc 


words—"Addition, division -r and 
silence." 
When the pillagers got 
their loot, there was addition: when 
the faithless public servants got 
their share there was division; and 
from the men set by the people in. 
the watch-tower 
to guard their 
treasures, there has been the in- 
valuable contribution of silence. 
Imagine Andrew Jackson -silent 


in the midst of such crimes: Ima- 
gine Tilden; imagine Cleveland; 
imagine Wilson! Why, they would 
have thundered their denunciations 
from the loftiest station in 
the 


world and have scourged the ras- 
cals forth with scorpion whips tip- 
ped with, consuming flame. 


Do they . tell us that all these 
things have 
been 
exposed 'and 
something has been done? This is 
our answer: If an attorney general 
of odorous, memory no longer sits 


at the council table of the nation's 
chief, it is because a democratic 
senator so exposed the crimes of 
his regime that public sentiment 
lashed him out; and if he was per- 
mitted to go without, rebuke, and 
to march out with all the honors 
of war, it was not with the con- 
sent o£ the party of Thomas Jef- 
ferson. 


And this i.s our answer: if the 


••nation's oil reserves have been re- 
stored it is because the inquisitor- 
ial genius of Walsh of Montana ex- 
posed the crime and forced 
the 
proceedings that brought the resti- 
tution to the nation's stolen goods. 


Division nf the Spoils. 


And why 
the silence in 
the 


watch-tower? Because the organ- 
ization of the party of the men 
stationed there was a beneficiary 
of the crime. 
Not 
only 
did It 


know of the crime, and maintain 
silence—It knew of the division of 
the spoils and knew that a goodly 
part was being used to pay the 
party debts. 


What a picture for American his- 


tory! We see tho erstwhile chair- 
man of the national committee of 
tho regime in power laying aside 
his duties as an elder of the church 
to slink into the office of Sinclair 
to get the tainted bonds. We see 
him sneaking about l(ke a, receiver 
of stolen goods to men of means 
to persuade them 
dishonestly to 


contribute to the party fund under 
cover. We see him sending a por- 
tion of these bonds to the dictat- 
or of the administration, affection- 
ately known as "Andy;" and thus 
we know that the high functionar- 
ies of the state knew that the party 
was to be a beneficiary of 
the 


crime. 
And the revered head of 


the treasury • made 
no 
protest 


against the party taking its share 
out nf the pot filled by the pillag- 
ing of the nation's property. Sil- 
ence- was golden—for the party 
chest. 
And thus the campaign debts of 


the regime in power have been 
paid by Harry Sinclair, and now 
with pious platitudes it enters an- 
other campaign free from debt—be- 
cause there was a Teapot Dome. 


And why this strange insensibil- 


ity to the common instinct of hon- 
or? 
Keep in mind the Hamilton- 


ian theory that governments 
are 
strong in proportion as they 
are 


made profitable to the powerful. 
There -is no moral difference be- 
tween selling legislation In advance 
for campaign funds and selling oil 
reserves; and it is not remarkable 
that he who practices the one may 
condemn the other. 
Of that he 


who thinks that giving money to a 
.slush fund is "just 
like 
• giving 


money to a church" should play the 
silence end in the talc of the taint- 
ed bonds in the game, "Addition, 
Division and Silence." 


And so we go forth to recover 
the government from those who 
pillage by law as well as those who 
steal by stealth. Even as a min- 
ority we dragged these loathsome 
crimes to light. We exposed the 
stealing, the perjury, the silences 
of the sacrosanct. We forced the 
restitution of the nation's stolen 
goods. 
We compelled the expul- 


sion of Daugherty and the prosecu- 
tion of Fall. Put us in possession 
of the government and we will turn 
the light on every crack and crev- 
ice and cleanse the Augean stables 
from mow to manger. 
We have no legislation to put 
upon the auction block. No Harry 
Sinclair has paid our party debt. 
We arc free. Wc unfurl the Jef- 
fersonian banner bearing Jeffer- 
son's device: "A good government is 
an .honest government," and we in- 
vite all enemies of corruption to 
fight with us beneath its folds for 
the redemption of the violated hon- 
or of the republic. 


Myths 


Now they hope to drug the con- 
science of tho nation with the dop- 
ed soothing syrup of a fake pros- 
perity; and we,want to know what 
prosperity they mean. They point to 
a few powerful corporations en- 
joying the pap 
of 
paternalistic 
privilege, and our answer is that 
you cannot judge the prosperity of 
a people by the earnings by a 
privileged monopoly. 
Many years ago Thomas Jeffer- 
son advised a friend impressed with 
the evidence of prosperity in the 
homes of the nobility in Paris and 
Versailles, to go out into the coun- 
try and look into the pots in the 
fireplaces of the peasants. That is 
ou,r answer now. 


Four million jobless men is not 
prosperity; a 
million abandoned 


farms is not prosperity; the utter 
.ruin of the basic industry of Amer- 
ica is not prosperity; the failure of 
4000 banks in the seven years of 
normalcy is not prosperity; the fail- 
ure of 23,146 commercial houses In 


1927 Is not prosperity; and if this 
year's record Is. foreshadowed by 
the first four months there will be 
28,000 commercial failures in 1928. 


Tho difference between the pros- 


perity of 
the 
Hamiltonian "na- 


tion" that they mean and the Jef- 
fersonian nation that we know, is 
this: they could crowd their "na- 
tion" Into one corner of this vast 
hall, and the nation that we know 
includes cities and towns and the 
countryside, and 118,000,000 people 
In the homes of men. Their pros- 
perity is a spotted thing—:an evi- 
dence of disease; and we want tc 
spread it like a, healthy glow over 
every element and section of our 
population. 
Do they offer IT, their claim of 


the payment of eight billions of the 
public debt up to July of last year? 
Our answer is that six and a third 
billion of this 
amount 
was paid 
with the money or.the cash assets 
ot the Wilson administration. 


Do they offer us their record of 


economy? Our answer is that with 
the elimination of the interest on 
war debts, the last three years of 
this regime 
has 
cost the people 


more than four and a quarter bil- 
lion more than the last three peace 
years of the Wilson administration. 


Mythical 
prosperity, 
mythical 


economy, mythical facts, mythical 
figures, and mythical men, the last 
eight years may well be treated by 
the historian of the far future as 
the mythical age of American his- 
tory. 
And mythical, too, their virile for- 


eign policy that was promised. We 
hear about it but we see it not. It 
is an anaemic outcast stumbling 
blindly in the darkness of No Man's 
Land. 
They dare not face the 


world made over by the war and 
meet new duties called for by new 
occasions. They found us enjoying 
the moral leadership of all man- 
kind, and they have made us the, 
most distrusted and unpopular na- 
tion on the globe. 
Thus through 
the 
stupidity of 


their dollar diplomacy 
we have 


stumbled Into a petty war ' with 
Nicaragua that is taking its daily 
toll of American lives. Just why 
we have the war no one seems 
to know; just how we came to have 
the war no one cares to tell. Do 
they tell us that we arc there 
to 
guarantee an honest election? Why. 
not long ago we were unable to 
guarantee an honest election in the 
city of Philadelphia. Do they say 
that we are there to prevent rioting 
in the election? Why, at tho time 
we were sending the marines to 
Nicaragua we were campaigning 
with bombs in the city of Chicago. 
Now we propose to end dollar 


diplomacy in Latin America in the 
Interest of justice; but we propose 
it, too, in the interest of American 
business. We do not propose 
to 


sacrifice the 
future markets of 


our manufacturers and merchants 
to serve the interest of little groups 
of financiers and concessionaries. 
There, within a generation, looms 
our richest markets; and we arj 
sowing the seed from which our 
rivals across the sea will reap the 
harvest in trade. / Wc cannot sub- 
mit a bill fit lading at the point of 
a bayonet and 
make the Latin- 


Americans 
take it. 
Wc cannot 


write a bill of sale with a, mailed 
fist. We cannot match a marine 
with a musket against a British or 
German salesman with a smile. We 
can serve the ultimate end of busi- 
ness better thorugh the noble spir- 
it of tho Mobile speech of Wood- 
row Wilson than they have- done 
with their dollar diplomacy, back- 
ed by the muskets of the marines 
who arc dying needlessly today in 
the swamps, of Nicaragua. 
The .Anti-Democratic State 


Never in a century has there been 


such a call to us to battle for the 
faith of our fathers as there is to- 
day; and never has the control of 
government been so completely con- 
centrated In the hands of a ruling 
caste as now. The 'dreams of the 
Hamiltonians have literally come 


true while the people slept. They 
wanted organized wealth in posses- 
sion of the government—- and we 
have it. They wanted the sovereign 
rights of states denied— and we 
have it. They wanted bureaucratic 
agents-swarming over the land like 
the locusts of Egypt—and we have 
it. They wanted government made 
profitable to the powerful—and we 
have it. They wanted, through ad- 
ministration, to make a mockery of 
democracy—and we have It. 
The 


Hamiltonian state is necessarily a 
temple of gold resting on the bow- 
ed backs of peasants In other peo- 
ples fields—and we almost have 
that now. They would deify dollars 
and minimize men, limit self-gov- 
ernment and centralize power, crip- 
ple democracy, empower bureau- 
cracy, welcome plutocracy—and we 
will soon have that too. 
Give the plundcrbund but eight 
years more of such governmental 
cooperation and a combination of 
power companies will put a few men 
in control of the public utilities of 
a mighty empire. 
MaTtc no mis- 
take about It—that is the great 
Jacksonian struggle of tomorrow. 
And with that sinister ppssibility 
upon us, the people must deter- 
mine whether 
they will entrust 


their interest to those who believe 
that governments are strong in pro- 
portion as they are made profit- 
able to the powerful, or to the Jef- 
fersonians who believe that govern- 
ments are created for the service 
of mankind. Once 
in .possession 


and entrenched, the plunlerbund of 
the power monopoly cannot be dis- 
lodged by the fighting force of a 
dozen Andrew Jacksons. 


Back to the Fundamentals 
And so we are going back—back 


to the old landmarks of liberty and 
justice in this campaign. Let me 
suggest a text for people grown 
cynical and confused. "Salth the 
Lord, stand ye in the ways and 
sec, and ask for 
the 
old paths, 


which Is the good way, and walk 
therein, and ye shall find rest for 
your souls." 
Wc are mobilized to lead the peo- 


ple back to tho old paths of con- 
stitutional liberty, and to the good 
way. We are going back—toack to 
the old landmarks of liberty^ and 
equality when ordinary men had 
rights that even power respected; 
when justice, not privilege, was the 
watchword of the state; when the 
preamble of the declaration and the 
bill of rights had meaning; when 
the nation embraced every section 
and every class; and before 
the 
Pittsburgh Bratlano had decided to 
make 
Roumanian peasants of 


American farmers to fill the coffers 
of a purse-proud caste. 
Our principles have been written 


in the triumphs of the people and' 
baptized in the blood of our brav- 
est and our best. Jefferson phras- 
ed th«m, Jackson 
vitalized them, 


Wilson applied them, and we go 
forth to battle for them now. 
- We face a foe grown arrogant 
with success. It was infamy to per- 
mit the enemy to divide us, or di- 
vert us, on the eve of such a bat- 
tle. Issues are involved that go to 
the determination of the future of 
our Institutions and our children. 
The call that comes to us is as 
sacred as the cause of humanity it- 
self. From the grave at the Hei;- 
mitagc comes the solemn warning 
that no parly ever won or deserved 
to win that did1 hot organize 
and 


fight unitedly for victory—and we 
shall thus organize and ficht. This 
Is a unique campaign. 
The very 
precinct 
eommittcemen 
and the 


district captains 
become minute
